° Essentials of Wireless, ° 


The. two “essential. and {fundamental 
components of all wireless are—coils of 
wire called ‘‘ inductances,’ and com- 
binations of metal plates with air or some 
other insulator ‘between them,~ called 
“ condenscrs.”” A combination inductance 
and condenser forms’.an electrical oxcil- 
‘lator which can ‘bé set in vibration just 
os readily as a. mechanical oscillator, such 
aa the balance wheel of a watch, of o 
violin or -iano string. Consider the 
balance wheel for a moment. One has a 
wheel of a certain definite weight, ac- 
curately balanced, to, which. is attached 
the. hair spring, whose tension “controls:
